In commepe- 
Ing operations a cable rope was tied аго 
his hind feet and then passed ofer a pulley in 
‘tho rear of the cage, aud ünally secured 
around a post ln the front of tho саде, Chains 
fastened around the fore (eet were also fast- 
ned around a post next to the rope from the 
pulley. By the united effort« of seven men 
(һе logs of the beast were miade to slip and 
he came upon his knees, but thers came the 
pee; all efforts to. throw his highness 
Off his knees were Шш vain; aix men attempted 
to push him aver, but, ва ene of them remark- 
ed, It was Hike trying to push over the public 
buildings. Another chain tied to his front 
feet and passing under the belly was success 
ful in roeking the huge bulk like a ship en a 


stormy sea, but at every pause inf the mjeren- 
lar efforts of the keepers Pedro up rale 
his head and utter а deep gurgle Of defiance. 


M lust. with a roar whieh startled all the anl- 
mals in the building, the huge beast fell upon 
hia sido and lay at the meroy of his masters.

Ond beld the squirming, snake-like 
trunk and covered the beast's eyes, while the 
others proceeded tommoncle his ponderous 
linbs, The beast's stertorows breathing could 
have been heardover half the building.

In. the maulfesta- 
Man of its highest and noblest qualities on 
the tattle Beld, it recognizes по one as an 
enemy, but graidty adminbters tu all alike, 
In alt tho Walks of Mir nd under. all eir- 
eumstunees, each Imman being ia entitled to 
especial cure and consideration, ami the 
spirit of kindness sould tet ly nud be- 
nigaly follow the culprit to the scaffold, tho 
convict to his lonely ertl, the prisoner to his 
nen of confinement, und there rendér suth 
usdstance, „pirat aud materially, ns 
sympaty alone can dietate. Kindwessshoukt 
invariably bo one ef the eoncomitants of 
Justice. It may be necessary to subdue the 
elephant һу harsh measures; for tho protec- 
tion af society severe penalties follow the 
violation of _ m taws, yet at the sime 
time u spirit of tender, loving kindness 
should always nttend thelr execution. 

In view of the frequent Infraction of our 
lawa by vicious characters, who commit 
murder, steal, swindle aud break open houses, 
nnd without remorse of conscience perpetrate 
the vilest of crimes, tho question arises in 
thoughtful minis, whether a different system 
of punishment had net better be devised In 
воше eases, that would exercise a greater 
restraining Influence over the perverse, cow- 
andly hardened villains of society, 

The treatment of that viclous elephant 
seems almost heartless; tho hanging of a 
шап by the neck until lite is extinct fs a 
method of panishment that nearly ай 
plore; the system of chastisement as 
in the South where criminals are engaged to 
brutal task masters, appears to be worthy 
‘only of condemnation.
